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REPORT. 


Through  its  Board  of  Managers, '  ‘  The  Home  Missionary 
Society  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  ’  respectfully  submits  to 
the  friends  and  contributors  cf  the  Association,  and  to  the 
public  at  large,  the-  following  as  the  Thirty-fifth  Annual 
Peport  of  its  work  among  the  poor  and  lowly. 

The  objects  of  the  Society  and  its  mode  of  operation  have 
been  so  fully  and  frequently  explained  in  former  reports,  that 
it  is  deemed  unnecessary  to  occupy  space  on  those  points  in 
this.  The  Board,  therefore,  proceeds  at  once  to  the  duty  in 
hand. 

The  receipts  by  the  Treasurer  for  the  year,  ending  Decem¬ 
ber  B5,  1870,  were  $6748.16,  being  $209  less  than  the 
receipts  of  the  previous  year.  Considering  the  importance 
of  the  objects  of  the  Association,  and  the  amount  of  work 
performed,  as  indicated  by  the  figures  that  follow,  how 
very  small  a  sum  of  money  is  this  to  be  contributed  in  a 
whole  year  in  so  large  and  wealthy  a  city  as  this;  and 
the  Managers  fondly  hope  that  the  year  on  which  the 
Society  now  enters,  will  prove  much  more  abundant  in  this 
respect. 

The  Board  has  continued  to  employ  as  General  Agent 
and  Missionaries,  those  faithful  and  tried  men,  Emanuel  H. 
To  bind,  Albert  G.  Rowland  and  Wilmer  W.  Walter.  How

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they  have  discharged  their  important  and  perplexing  duties 
the  following  brief  synopsis  may  partially  tell.  During  the 
year 

5984  visits  were  made,  and  relief  extended  to  ' 

3800  families  and  individuals ;  among  Avhom  were  given 
559  orders  for  coal, 

997  orders  for  groceries,  <&c., 

395  pairs  shoes, 

349  articles  of  clothing, 

96  lbs.  of  coffee. 

18  “  tea, 

700  “  corn  meal, 

50  “  rice, 

100  “  flour, 

3  bushels  potatoes, 

6  bed  quilts, 

961  yards  flannel, 

108  “  muslin, 

.279  “  calico, 

3  stoves, 

7  barrels  of  crackers,  and 
1  bedstead. 

32  persons  were  supplied  with  dinners, 

110  with  medicines, 

230  with  soup  tickets,  and 
50  with  hats  and  caps. 

74  adults  were  furnished  employment,  .and 
164  children  were  placed  in  good  homes. 

15  persons  were  sent  to  the  Almshouse  and 
6  persons  to  the  Hospital.

persons  were  furnished  with  board  for  short  periods 
at  the  “House  of  Industry,”  this  Society 
paying  that  Institution  a  moderate  sum  tor 
the  same. 

persons  were  furnished  with  transportation, 
applicants  for  assistance  could  not  be  found,  and 


190  were  deemed  unfit  to  receive  help. 

40  tons  of  coal  were  supplied  at  half  price. 

23,600  pages  tracts  were  distributed, 

1010  religious  papers, 

970  religious  books,  and 
7  bibles. 

273  meetings  for  prayer  and  religious  instruction  were 
held  and  attended, 

94  addresses  delivered,  and 
6  funerals  attended. 

74  persons  were  persuaded  to  sign  the  pledge  of  total 
abstinence  from  intoxicating  drinks.  , 

96  persons  gave  their  promise  to  attend  church  regu¬ 
larly/and 

264  children  were  placed  in  Sabbath-Schools. 

So  condensed  and  general  a  statement  as  this,  of  such  a 
work,  can  give  but  a  faint  idea  of  all  the  good  actually  done, 
not  only  to  the  individual  recipients  of  the  Society’s  aid.  but 
to  the  community  itself.  It  cannot  stop  with  the  individual, 
it  must  and  does  go  much  further. 

Desiring  to  extend  the  usefulness  of  the  Association  as 
much  as  possible,  the  Managers  have  opened,  in  the  Mission 
House,  Ho.  533  Arch  Street,  a  store  for  the  sale  of  Hosiery. 
Gentlemen’s  Wear,  &c.;  and  have  also  made  arrangements  to 


take  m  Plain  and  Fancy  Sewing.  The  profits  derived  from 
these  two  sources  will  be  applied  to  the  relief  of  the  worthy 
poor.  This  project  having  been  started  so  recently,  nothing 
can  be  said  as  yet  in  regard  to  its  success,  but  the  Man¬ 
agers  believe  that  it  will  prove  to  be  a  great  help  to  the 
Society  in  the  prosecution  of  its  multifarious  work. 

In  conclusion,  the  Board  would  say.  that,  this  Society  is 
not  a  mere  dispenser  of  alms — its  duty  is  of  a  much  higher 
and  of  a  more  useful  character  to  the  community.  Aper- 
manent  release  from  penury  and  want,  and  a  permanent  re¬ 
covery  from  vice  and  immorality,  are  the  objects  constantly 
kept  m  view,  and  it  seeks  to  place  all  who  become  recipients 
of  the  benefactions  intrusted  to  its  disposal,  in  better  posi¬ 
tions,  both  physically  and  morally,  and  to  elevate  them 
above  a  condition  of  beggary  to  one  of  self-sustaining  inde¬ 
pendence.
